b. Transferring 1,010 sq. ft. or 0.02 acres from lot % (Robert & Sandra Bahre) to lot 5-4 (Gary

Bahre); and
c. Transferring 24,200 sq. ft. or 0.56 acres from |05-4 (Gary Bahre) to lot 5-5 (Robert & Sandra
Bahre).
3. All monuments shall be set prior to signing the plas.
SUBSEQUENT CONDITIONS

Provided all listed precedent conditions are satigd, this approval will remain valid for implementation 365 days
from date of original approval, unless extended byhe authority of the Planning Board after petition by the
applicant.

McWilliams recommends the Planning Board acceptgication as complete.

2. Switch fire protection from a cistern to a firepond with a dry hydrant; and
3. Install underground utilities or overhead linesalong the first part of the subdivision road (Marie Drive) off

new Durham Road.
The approval is given with the following conditions

The following conditions subsequent shall be met bare or after construction as noted:

1. All proposed road names must have written approvalrom the Board of Selectmen. A copy of the
approval of the road names must be supplied to thelanning Department prior to commencing
construction.

2. All “to be set” notes are to be set as part of theoad construction and to be shown on the as-builtlans.

3. Trees along the boundary of the 25’ of the wetlandsuffer are to be flagged on the plat and in the &ld
on trees approximately every 25’ with permanent makers identifying them as the wetlands buffer. The
wetland buffer disks are available for purchase fron the Alton Planning Department. Where trees have
been previously removed or do not exist, the wetlals buffer shall be flagged with metal fence posts
displaying the markers, which should be affixed tdhe posts with bolts. This is to be completed prido
commencing construction for each phase and certificas complete for each phase by the surveyor who
stamps the plat.

4, An amount necessary for road construction, fire pod and dry hydrant construction or other necessary
construction inspections must be placed in an esamoaccount prior to construction of each phase. The
amount for each phase is to be determined by the Wi's review engineer.

5. Proof of registration with the NH Office of the Attorney General must be provided to the Planning
Department prior to a building permit being issued.
6. A pre-construction meeting for each phase shall ba&rranged between the Town Engineer, the applicant
and his/her developer, the Planning Department, andthers the Board may deem necessary prior to
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excavation or timber cutting, during which time theapplicant and his agent(s) together with the town
engineer shall determine the construction/inspectroschedule.

7. As-built plans for each phase for roads, undergroud or overhead utilities, drainage ponds, fire pond
and dry hydrant and other subdivision improvementsand final engineering inspections must be
completed and all boundary points to be set priord the release of the security for the subdivision
improvements for each phase.

8. Provide security in an amount equal to 110% of theost of improvements for each phase as approved by
the town’s review engineer. The amount of securitfor Phase | shall be $402,400.00. The securityeus
to be provided prior to the preconstruction meetingand before construction starts.

9. Homeowners’ Association documents will need to beilsmitted and approved by town Counsel prior to
construction commencing.

10. The following documents must be recorded at the Biehap County Registry of deeds prior to
construction:

Easement Deed for the Fire Pond and Dry Hydrant,

Phase | — Drainage Utility Easement (Lot 53-20),

Phase | — Drainage utility Easement (Lot 53),

Temporary Easement Deed — Phase | for the turn-Arond at the end of Phase I, and
e. First Amendment of the Covenants Restricting Lot Skes.

11. The applicant shall comply with all of the Town ofAlton’s Subdivision Regulations.

Thomas T. & Elysa M. Seymour are requesting a changhe condition of approval to mark the wetlauodfers since
fence posts will interfere with existing landscapin

K. McWilliams gave a background of this applicatiohhe applicants have submitted a request to editeithe wetland
buffer marker requirement in the cleared areas teetkte wetlands. According to the plans submiteedhe amended
subdivision plan in December 2013, there is a el@éarea about 50 feet wide along the wetland bbffereen the wood
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line just south of the proposed garage and the Winedat the southeast corner of the proposed shdy have noted that
the fence post placement will interfere with exigtlandscaping and beautification. They have ngp@sed any
alternative to the wetland buffer marking requiremek. McWilliams has suggested that the applicaay consider 1)
using some alternative material to the metal fepusds for affixing the wetland markers such asqmastreated wood
posts; 2) spacing the markers on metal fence ffadteer apart than the standard 25 feet. Perhagtland marker could
be placed on either end of the 50’ wide cleared ateng the wetland buffer; or 3) Affixing the waettl buffer markers to a
decorative fence located at the wetland buffer. like McWilliams recommends the Planning Board @itstick with the
original condition for marking the wetlands or négte one of the alternatives suggested.

Tom Seymour spoke on his own behalf. He explathatihe was unable to attend the original meetgguding this
application. He has worked with Steve Smith ando&fates and they had no recommendations at tiee t8imce then
they have come up with other options. T. Seymtated that the biggest issue was the expensee Staith and
Associates told him it would be about $3,000 tothatstakes up and survey the wetland buffer. eyn®ur also stated the
post where a potential hazard to his children.akled if he could put the markings on the treessdteathere. He has
cleared about 50 feet of area by the wetlandsalstestated that if he puts a stake there it wbaldnsightly.

The Board agreed that if Mr. Seymour puts a sigthercorner of the shed and one on the well casgnghould be pretty
close to the 25 feet. If it goes greater thafie®® he needs to put a fence post in.
